OF P U B L I C I T Y AND 


HOME TEACHERS. 


Mayor Thomas Welsh, in an 
open letter .to the citizens of 
Jariesville today apologizes for 
a remark he made at the coun- 
cil meeting Monday night, but 
enters into 'more derail as to 
the attitude of the council to- 
ward the board and the condi- 
tions in finance which both the 
board and council are confront- 
ing. 
The letter follows: 


To the Citizens of .lanesvlllc: 


'In last night's issue of the Ga- 
zette, considerable prominence was 
given to a discussion that arose be- 
tween, myself and members of the 
school board. It is true that I was 
emphatic in my remarks. 
However 
there was no Intention on my par! 
to be personal. 
In my remarks 
unfortunately used the expression, 
for the board "to come clean." 
should have said to come out in the 
opeii. There is no doubt about the 
board being clean in every respect. 
However, I will repeat again that 
they have not been open with the 
people of Janesville that elected them 
to handle their business. 
I think I 
can 
easily 
prove 
this 
statement. 
It is just as well now as later that 
the citizens be enlightened. 
"First of all 1 have been pleading 


with the board members for^monlhs 
singly and collectively to make their 
proceedings public.- They contended 
that the meetings are public. 
Let 
us see about it. 
I have. it. from, the 
Tjest. of authority that when report- 
ers have gone to the meetings they 
were greeted with a chilly stare and 
proceedings, 
ot 
any 
importance 
stopped. 
When the atmosphere got 


too cold and frigid the reporters left 
and finally stopped coming. Xow as 
to being out in the open. Let me 
ask the citizens of Janesville how 
many know that the taxpayers are 
payinB for free text books in the 
schools except the high, school. Some 
months ago I happened to look over 
the board's report and noticed a long 
list of supplies from several book 
houses. 1 asked the clerk about it. 
The amount was in excess .of tlOOO. 
That was last year. I protested and 
said I would not 
permit 
another 
statement with "supplies" and ditto 
marks; that the reports must read 
"books" and not "ditto". Since that 
time the report havf shown books 
where books were purchased. I won- 
der how many citizens noticed or 
took the time to total the amount 
spent for books last May. It totaled 
almost $1100 in one month. 


About Free Text Bfvoks 
. When questioned the board told 
me that they had adopted a policy 
of providing free text'books. I ques- 
tioned their right to do this without 
a vote of the people. They insisted 
they had the right to -3o so. 1 am 
still Insisting that any policy that 
will take over J1000 in one month, :s 
'too drastic, and in 
my 
judgment 
illegal 
I must be shown before I 
alter my opinion in the matter. And 
even if they had the legal right in 
the matter. 
It shows mighty poor 
taste on their part to put this added 
burden on the people at a. time when 
there were so many calls for money 
and living costs had mounted up to 
the present scale.'. 1 contend that 
they have just as much right with- 
out a vote of the people to buy free 
shoes and to give free meals as to 
provide free text 
books.
